BERLIN, April 11 UP) — The 


Russians tightened their squeeze on 
the western powers in Berlin today 
with a request that the British 
and Americans close their automo- 
bile aid stations on the Berlin- 
Helmstedt highway.

The British said they would draw 
up a reply, but did not disclose its 
nature. 


Both aid stations are on the

The Russians based their <ft 


mand on a 1946 agreement that the 
stations would give technical aid 
to vehicles during the Winter. They 
made a similar demand the past 
Spring, but subsequent negotiations 
took so long that Winter arrived 
and the stations continued in 
operation.

Tight Radar 'Fence' 
To Warn of Attack, 
Under Consideration 


WASHINGTON. April 11 


Building a truly tight radar "fence" 
to warn the United States of enemy 
air attackers is being talked. 
It 


may cost several billion dollars and 
require thousands of men to operate 
it. 


These, It was learned today, are 


only two of many problems en- 
countered by military and civilian 
experts studying the requirements 
for an adequate air raid warning 
sjstem 


But, 
military leaders saj, an 


"early warning" must be had if 
defensive fighter plane 
and 


ground anti-aircraft organiza- 
tions are to be of value. They 
must be alerted in time to repel 
attack. 


The estimate by some that the 


cost wall run into billions is based 
on two points: (1) Radar sets are 
intricate and expensive; (2) many 
stations would be required to estab- 
lish an effective screen with no loop- 
holes. 
• * • 


THIS LATTER requirement arises 


out of the fact that radar, m its 
present stage, is of limited range 
thus requiring numerous points to 
provide a continuous chain. More- 
over, many of the stations must be 
installed in remote areas where con- 
struction and maintenance is both 
difficult and expensive. One snch 
region is the arctic rim of North 
America. 


Although a start has been made 


m Alaska and Northern Canada 
there now is nothing like an ade- 
quate network capable. of spotting 
a strange aircraft coming across the 
polar cap or approaching over the 
icy great circle courses traversing 
Alaska or Greenland and Eastern 
Canada. 


The first stations of the warning 


system, are being built by the Air 
Force in Alaska after a survey 
started over a year ago. Similar 
sfforts m Canada are being carried 
forward as a joint Canadian-United 
States enterprise.

WASHINGTON, April 11 — Henry A. 


Wallace may never reach even the back- 
yard of the White House, but his entry 
into the 1948 presidential campaign has 
forced Democratic and Republican con- 
servatives on Capitol Hill to pass or con- 
sider a far more liberal and social-welfare 
batch of legislation than they planned. 
Harold E. Stassen's political stature may 
shake the pedestals of conservatism even 
further. 


It is doubtful If Senator Robert A. 


Taft's measure for $300,000,000 worth of 
Federal aid to education would have 
swept through the Senate by a 58-22 vote 
if it had not been for this outside pressure 
from the Wallace left and the Stassen 
left-of-center. Many members of

upper chamber voted for it in violence to 
"their "philosophy on "the relationship—e£ 
the Federal government to the states.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BDNOESEN. M. O. 


THE body uses certain substances— 


chiefly minerals-and chemicals—in infini- 
tesimal amounts. To those of us who 
are used to dealing in ounces and pounds, 
the term "speck" would best describe the 
quantities needed. Since these are so 
small, the average man or woman might 
reason that going without them al- 
together could do no great harm 
Just 


the reverse is true. 


You could, for instance, put the nec- 


essary daily ration of iodine on the head 
of a pin. But trying to do without it 
would result in all sorts of disorders. 


Iodine is particularly needed as one 


of the ingredients used by the thyroid 
gland to form the secretion which reg- 
ulates the speed at which all chemical 
activities of the body are earned out 


In many parts of the world, food 


and water may be lacking in iodine. Such 
areas are known as goiter districts, be- 
cause the deficiency of iodine leads to an 
enlargment of the thyroid gland or goiter. 
The Great Lakes area in this country is 
one of the largest goiter districts in the 
world. 


Studies have been carried out on large 


numbers of children which have indicated 
that those living on areas receiving 
enough iodine grow almost a half inch 
taller than those who do not get the 
iodine. Their weight also is greater. 


These studies hare also indicated that 


the birth weight of mlants whose moth- 
ers received iodine during pregnancy was 
greater than those of mothers who did 
not get this material. Then. too. it has 
been shown that the feeding of milk 
with an increased iodine content to chil- 
dren living in the goiter areas resulted 
m more rapid and regular growth. 


Another interesting study was earned 


out. comparing the number of stillbirths 
which occurred in women who received 
locine dunng pregnancy and tho^e •who 
did not 
During a rne-jt-ar period, jn a 


group of almost 20.000 womei*. there •acre 
six times as many stillbirths :r. the wo- 
men who did not receive iodine prrnat- 
ally as in the women who rerened ioaine. 
From these studies, it was concluded that 
stillbirths in human beines mar be due 
in many cases to iodine deficiency 


As I said before, the human require- 


ments of iodine is small, the daily amount 
having been calculated as 200 micro- 
grams for a person weighing 150 pounds.

able effect upon the number of 
crimes of violence.

Useful at No Trumps 


LEADING away from non-touch- 


ing honors is usually unwise against 
a suit contract because there are 
•eldom more than two or three high- 
card tricks taken tn any side suit 
against a trump contract and there- 
lore the jeopardizing of these con- 
stitutes net loss, with no com- 
pensating gain. Against a No Trump 
Contract, however, it may pay to 
jkaste one or more of those high 
tricks if by so doing you establish one 
or more lower cards as trick-takers.

A lead of that suit would 
be likely to present South with a 
trick, he reckoned, and so he chose 
instead his club 6. East won with 
the A and returned his diamond 10, 
which South covered with the J 
and tiie Q could win. West reck- 
oned, however, that this would kill 


the whole suit, so he ducked. His 
hope was that East could get the 
lead again and have a chance to 
lead through South's marked K. 


South seized apon this oppor- 


tunity to finesse the club 10, cash 
the K and then run three tricks in 
each major to have his game. 


The contract would have been 


ruined if West had made the sound 
lead of nis diamond 4 — especially 
sound because his suit was of five 
cards. South could have taken a 
cheap trick there with his J. But 
in order to get nine tricks he would 
have had to seek a couple tn the 
minors, more particularly in clubs. 
As soon as he did this, East would 
win with the A and counter with a 
diamond. That would have trapped 
South's K. and enabled the de- 
fenders to take four tricks in the 
suit, beating the contract by one.

Poles have labelled their uranium 
mine an iron ore project. Recently 
the name of the mine site was 
changed from Krzyzatka to Ko- 
wary. It is situated between the 
towns of Kamieno Gora and Jelenia 
Gora. 


It is believed that the uranium 


ore found thus far has been of 
A relatively poor grade. 
How- 


ever, the poles are optimistic 
that further development will 
show the extent of the deposit 
is exceeded in Europe only by 
that in the Soviet Union. 


Existence of the deposit was re- 


vealed Nov. 27, 1946 by Prof. K. 
Bohdanowicz, a Russian - trained 
Polish geologist. He told the War- 
saw newspaper Wieczor that the 
field held immense possibilities. The 
Germans first found and began 


exploiting the deposit toward the 
end of the war.• • • 


BOHDANOWICZ DIED IN 1947. 


For a long time he was director of 
the geological institute in Lening- 
rad and helped the Russians in the 
exploitation of uranium in the Urals. 


His early reports on the Lower 


Silesia deposit said that U.j Ger- 
mans, in addition to finding ura- 
nium, also had obtained one gram 
of radium in the Krzyzatka district 
the year before the war ended. 
Bohanowicz added that the area was 
rich in many minerals. He esti- 
mated the copper deposits alone at 
nearly 2.QOO.OOO tons. 


An authoritative source said as 


many as 60 railroad cars of ore now 
are leaving the Krzyzatka district 
daily. The uranium mine is about 
190 miles due west of Gliwice 
(Gleiwitz) where the Polish govern- 
ment is starting, the construction of 
huge Soviet-equipped steel mills. 
They are designed to more than 
double the nation's steel output. 
Machinery and equipment are being 
supplied to Poland under the recent 
five-year trade pact with Russia
